computer program ide Is configured to establish a plurality of voice communications 
links between said Selected ones of said identified conference call nodes thereby 
establishing said conference call. 

9. (Original) AnWmail communication method comprising the steps of: 
detecting a volcl conference identifier comprising a voice conference call list 

identifying conference c^ll nodes in an e-mail message received by a recipient at a 
recipient node; 

responsive to detecJling said voice conference identifier, displaying at least one 
selectable Icon; and 

responsive to a select\on of said at least one selectable icon, establishing a voice 
conference call between seledfted ones of said identified conference call nodes. 

10. (Original) The e-mail communication mettiod of claim 9, wherein said 
displaying step displays a slnglA icon and said establishing step establishes said voice 
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conferenL call bet^A/6en said selected ones of said identified conference call nodes 
responsive to said selection of said single icon. 

11. (Original) The e-mail communication method of claim 9, wherein said 
displaying step displays a plurality of Icons, each said icon corresponding to one of said 
voice conference call nodes, and wherein said establishing step establishes a voice 
communlcatioVis link with said selected ones of said conference call nodes responsive 
to said selectifSn of corresponding ones of said plurality of icons. 

12. (Original)\ The e-mail communication method of claim 9, said establishing 
step further comorising: 

extracting Worn said e-mail message embedded computer program code 
configured to establish said voice conference call between said selected ones of said 
identified conference call nodes. 

responsive to said selection of said at least one icon, executing said embedded 
computer program code in order to establish said voice conference call. 

13. (Original) Troe e-mail communication method of claim 9, wherein said voice 
conference call list inpludes telephone numbers for said Identffled conference cal 
nodes. 

14. (Original) The e-mail communication method of claim 9. wherein said voice 
conference call list includes IP addresses for said identified conference call nodes. 



15. (Original) The e-mail communication method of claim 9. wherein said voice 
conference call is establishiji using Voice over IP (VoIP) based voice communications 
links.

responsive to deleting said voice conference identifier, displaying at least one

conference call between selected ones of said identified conference call nodes. 



29. (Original) The michine readable Btorage of claim 28. wherein said displaying 
step displays a single icon and said establishing step establishes said voice conference 
call between said selected oVies of said identified conference call nodes responsive to 
said selection of said single icon. 

30. (Original) The machihe readable storage of claim 28, wherein said displaying 
step displays a plurality of icons, each said icon corresponding to one of said voice 
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conference iall nodes, and wherein said establishing step establishes a voice 
communicatiL linic with said selected ones of said conference call nodes responsive 
to said selectiin of corresponding ones of said plurality of icons. 

31. (Original The machine readable storage of claim 28. said establishing step 
further comprising: 

extracting from said e-mail massage embedded computer program code 
configured, to eiablish said voice conference call between said selected ones of said 
identified conference call nodes. 

responsivi to said selection of said at least one loon, executing said embedded 
computer prograrA code in order to establish said voice conference call. 

32. (Original) 1 The machine readable storage of claim 28, wherein said voice 
conference call list includes telephone numbers for said identified conference call

33. (Original) The machine readable storage of claim 28, wherein said voice 
conference call list includes IP addresses for said identified conference call nodes, 

34. (Original) The machine readable storage of claim 28, wherein said voice 
conference call is established using Voice over IP (VoIP) based voice communications 
links. 

35. (Original) Thii machine readable storage of claim 28, wherein said voice 
conference call is establkhed using telephony-based voice communications linlcs over a 
public switched telephone networl< (PSTN). 

36. (Original) The i1[iachine readable storage of claim 28, said establishing step 
further comprising: 
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responsivelto said recipient selecting said at least one Icon, determining a 
telephone numberW an IP address for said selected ones of said Identified conference 
call nodes based oh said voice conference call list. 

37. (Original) Vn electronic mail client comprising: 

a conventional electronic mail processor, said conventional electronic mail 
processor extracting^nd displaying message text encapsulated in a received electronic 
mail; and. 

a voice confer^ce processor, said voice conference processor identifying a 
voice conference idenilljer encapsulated in said received electronic mail, displaying at 
least one selectable icort In response to detecting said voice conference identifier, and 
responsive to a selectioV of said at least one selectable icon, establishing a voice 
conference call between\ selected conference call nodes specified by said voice 
conference identifier. 
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
